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‘edding Stancill Sugg, "14, dean 
\PI School of Veterinary Medi- 
, cine, died in Auburn on January. 4, 
a 1958, following a stroke which occurred 
: on Dec. 31. 

Although Dr. Sugg had suffered from 
ilatory ailment for several years, 
not curbed his normal activities 
cting and developing the veteri- 
nary program at Auburn. He had re- 
cently taken a particularly active role 
in explaining the needs of the School 
of Veterinary Medicine and what the 
passage of Alabama Constitutional 
Amendment 5 would do to fill those 
needs. After adoption of the amend- 
ment by the voters of the State, he 
humorously stated that he was ready to 
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take a shovel and start digging founda- 
tions while waiting for the drawn-out 
legal procedures of making a bond is- 

sue. 
Dean Sugg was widely known 
9 throughout the South and the nation 
‘ for his work in the field of animal hus- 
bandry and in development of regional 
education in veterinary science, He re- 
céived the 12th International Veteri- 


na rae 


nary Congress Prize in 1951. In the 
citation at the presentation of the prize, 
Dr. Suge’s persistent efforts and his 
leadership were credited for laying the 


groundwork for regional education 
which began with veterinary medicine, 
human medicine, and dentistry as the 


first beneficiaries.

Dr. Redding Stancill Sugg was born 

ir Old Sparta, N. C., on Oct, 19, 1893. 

He attended North Carolina State be- 

fore transferring to Auburn in 1913. 

In 1914 he earned a B, S. and in 1915 
Fo. aD. V. M. at API. 

He returned to North Carolina to 

ngage in the general practice of vet- 


erinary medicine. During World War 
a I he served as an officer in the Veteri- 
E nary Corps and was discharged with 
a rank of captain in June, 1919. 

: Again he returned to Auburn where 
he soon became a professor of bacteri- 
a ology and pathology. Then followed 
; ten years as extension veterinarian and 
4 animal husbandman for the Alabama 
3 Agricultural Extension Service, from 
~ 1930 to 1940. In July, 1940, he became 


State veterinarian of Alabama and dean 
of the API School of Veterinary Medi- 
Cine. During World War II, he served 
4s chief of the veterinary branch at 
Camp Shelby, Miss. He retired in 1946 
88a full colonel and returned to head 


the School of Veterinary Medicine at

New Year Inventory Shows Electrical, Mechanical 


Accreditation Loss Urgent Proble1 


An inventory of Auburn at the be- 
ginning of this new year reveals the 
lack of accreditation in electrical and 
mechanical engineering as the most ob- 
vious and most disconcerting problem 
existent on the campus. In other areas 
there are encouraging signs: Enrollment 
is high; adoption of Amendment 5 has 
given impetus to careful plans for new 
progress on Ag and Vet Hills; and 
alumni interest in development of the 
institution seems to have reached a 
new peak, 

Loss of accreditation in electrical and 
mechanical engineering constitutes an 
immediate and specific problem and 
spotlights an even broader crucial 
problem which has plagued Auburn 
considerably since the present steady 
rise in enrollment began in 1952. In 
recent years Auburn has not been able 
to attract, hire, and retain enough com- 
petent personnel to provide the most 
desirable instruction for her students. 

Basically, lack of money is at the 
root of this unfortunate situation. An 
inadequate number of competent teach- 
ers inevitably affects the quality of in- 


struction and just as inevitably leads 


to loss of recognition, or accreditation. 
As President Ralph B. Draughon has 
noted, “Other departments (other than 


mechanical and electrical engineering) ~ 


are suffering from a loss of teaching 
strength; however, they are not dis- 
accredited.” This general shortage of

President Ralph B. Draughon, API, 
has announced the appointment of Dr.

The committee

advisory capacity and direct the ac- 
tivities of the School of Veterinary 
Medicine during the interim pending 
the selection and appointment of a 
dean to succeed the late Dean Redding 
S. Sugg who died Jan. 4. 

Department heads serving on the 
committee with Dr. Greene are the fol- 
lowing: Dr. W. S. Bailey, pathology; 
Dr. A. A, Leibold, bacteriology; Dr. T. 
C. Fitzgerald, anatomy and histology, 
and Dr. C. H. Clarke, physiology and 
pharmacology. 

Advisory Committee Chairman James 
E. Greene began his collegiate studies 
at Emory University in 1928; in 1933 
he completed the requirements for a 
Doctor of Veterinary Medicine degree 
at Auburn; he earned a Master of 
Science degree in veterinary medicine 
at API; in 1947 he did advanced study 
at the Mayo Foundation. 

From 1933 through 1935 he engaged 
in private practice of veterinary medi- 
cine. He taught veterinary medicine 
from 1939-1942, when he entered the 
armed services during World War II. 
After his discharge in 1946 he returned 
to Auburn to teach veterinary medicine 
and to head the Large and Small Ani- 


mal Clinics.

teachers creates a long range problem 
to match the immediate problem of 
regaining accreditation in mechanical 
and electrical engineering. 


Both problems can be solved only 
by an increase in financial support and 
a greater public awareness of the pur- 
poses of and needs for college educa- 
tion. For Auburn to solve these prob- 
lems and reach Dr. Draughon’s goal of 
Auburn’s going first class in every de- 
partment, full support of Auburn alum- 
ni, particularly those living in Alabama, 
is vital. 

Alumni activity in support of 
Amendment 5 evidences what Auburn 
alumni can do when given a specific 
challenge. The Alumni Association is 
pledged now, as in the past, to keep the 
challenge of building a greater Auburn 
before the alumni and to suggest when 
there are specific ways that they may 
be of service. 

Perhaps one of the most vital ser- 
vices that alumni can perform now is 
the dissemination of information about 
the plight of Auburn, and Alabama 
education in general. Further help can 
come from moves to inspire the public 
press to use more interpretive infor- 
mation about the State’s educational 
institutions. 

Evidence of the need for better com- 
munication with the public lies in the 
apparent fact! that many of Auburn’s 
friends were shockingly surprised at 
the news of loss of accreditation in 
mechanical and electrical engineering. 
Despite the inevitable shock, the loss 
could hardly come as a surprise to those 
in contact with developments at the in- 
stitution in recent years. Auburn’s 
critical shortage of teachers, classrooms 
and equipment has not been a secret— 
In fact, the administration has sought, 
almost desperately at times, means of 
impressing the seriousness of API 
shortages upon the Legislature and the 
public. 

Somehow, somewhere the lines of 
communication have broken down. A 
brief review of information presented

In June, 1957, the Alumnews 
warned, in the largest front page head= — 
line feasible, that Auburn might lose 
accreditation without appropriations 
increase. The substancé of the story 
under that head was drawn from a res= 
olution to the governor and the Legis-_ 
lature by the Auburn Board of Trus=— 
tees and from a statement addressed to 
the same by President Ralph B. Draug- 
hon and the presidents of other state 
colleges. The story summarized the | 
Board of Trustees’ plea that Auburn 
full legislative request be granted, that 
Auburn faced possible loss of accredi-— 
tation in some of her most important — 
departments unless a substantial in= — 
crease in appropriations was forthcom- 
ing. : be 
In July, we noted the prospect for a ¥ 
slight increase in appropriations and 
pointed out that there was little room’ 
for rejoicing. In September, we re- 
ported the 11.6 percent increase ac=- 
tually given and called attention to the 
contrast between the $5,599,700 granted 
and the $7,143,000 requested earlier in 
the year by the Board of Trustees and 
the college administration. We also 
noted that the majority of the Legis- 
lature apparently had sought to allev- 
iate the State’s education crisis through 
HB 835, and that HB 835, which died 
as a result of a Senate filibuster, would © 
have virtually fulfilled Auburn’s re= 
quest for funds. re 
During this period and even prior te 
it, the administration and the Al 
Association were not relying on forma 
statements and publicity alone. Both 
had representatives in Montgomery te 
talk to the legislature, and there wasa@

For Aid to Higher Education— 


Brackeen Heads 


L. O. Brackeen, ’27, API director of 
publicity, has been elected chairman 
of the recently formed Alabama Coun- 
cil for Aid to Higher Education. The 
Council is a voluntary association of 
representatives of Alabama’s public and 
private colleges and universities, 
formed for the purpose of interpreting 
to the public the role of adyanced edu- 
cation in the life and economy of the 
State. Council membership is drawn 
chiefly from public information and 
alumni representatives of member in- 
stitutions. 


Formation of the council resulted 
from the recognition of the near crisis 
status of Alabama’s colleges and uni- 
versities and of the need for a more 
thorough public understanding of the 
problems of those institutions and of 
the importance of adequate and com- 
plete education to our youth. 

‘The Council plans to use all avail- 
able sources from civic clubs to tele- 
vision and the daily newspapers to ac- 
quaint Alabamians with the needs and 
services of their institutions of higher 
learning. Problems arising from con- 
tinually rising enrollments are taking 
top priority as the Council’s program 
officially opens this month. : 

Most colleges in the state already are 
at or near capacity, enrolling some 
34,000 full-time students. Recent 
growth in enrollment reflects only the

emerges. In April of that year the 
Alumnews summarized Auburn’s needs 
as they were being explained to alumni 
groups in District meetings across the 
State, A salient point of this story was 
that Auburn with an enrollment that 
had passed 7,000 the previous fall was 
still operating on the same budget that 
it received for 5,385 students four years 
before. In May the Aluwmnews front 
page was devoted to the four-year, 76 
per cent enrollment increase in the 
School of Engineering. A graphic illus- 
tration showed that from 1951 to 1954 
the student load per teacher in engi- 
neering increased from 22.4 to: 39.3. 
During this period many alumni were 
busy telling Auburn’s needs to the 
legislature and the public and the 
Alumni Association issued 22,000 cop- 
ies of The Dollar with the Big Dividend, 
a booklet. with graphic illustrations of 
Auburn’s néeds, By September the 
Alumnews could tell that the legisla- 
ture had voted a substantial increase 
for instruction, research, and extension 
at API, but much of that increase was 
dependent on adoption of the ill-fated 
Goodwyn Bill and its accompanying 
measure—Constitutional Amendments 
1 and 2. The amendments. failed and 


worked hard. But as we noted. before, 
somewhere the line of communication 
has broken down. Those of us here at 
the Alumni Association did not have 
to wait for the new year to make a 
resolution to fight to prevent such a 
breakdown from becoming chronie, 
We took our cue from the administra« 
tion and joined the thousands of indi- 
vidual alumni who apparently mada 
their resolutions well ahead of Jan« 
uary l. 

The excellent cooperation of Auburn 
alumni and friends from all walks of 
life in the campaign for the adoption 
of Amendment 5 shows that a well de« 
veloped line of communication from 
Auburn to the people she serves can 
be maintained. In that campaign farm-< 
ers, bankers merchants, salesmen, 
members of organized labor, and pro~« 
fessional men met together for brief- 
ing and planning and then went out 
and did a job that merits our deepest 
appreciation. That same pattern of 
meetings will be used to help solve the 
immediate problem of the electrical 
and mechanical engineering depart- 
ments—and to attack the long ranga 
problems of the whole institution. 


It is going to take work. thought, and 
persistence, but Auburn will go first

lem facing education. Stringent bud- 
gets have forced administrators to fo- 


dented growth. The penalty two more

Port for schools, demands for greater 
efficiency in education are voiced by 
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some members of the public and the 
“public” press. We find these demands 
troublesome for several ‘reasons. First. 
they usually carry the implication that 
ecucators are in some way — exactly 
how is never explained—squandering 
the taxpayers’ money. Next, they nor- 
mally ignore the fact that since the 
turn of the century we have spent a 
decreasing proportion of total income 
for education while an increasing pro- 
portion of the population has sought 
more education. Furthermore, the de- 
mands seldom reveal what the speaker, 
or writer, really means by efficiency, 
although one receives the lingering 
impression that efficiency is used in 
the same sense that it applies to busi- 
mess and the assembly line; thus they 
invariably circumvent consideration of 
the crucial issues in education. 


Perhaps Americans should decide— 
while we still have the unfettered right 
of public decision—whether we want 
business or assembly line type of ef- 
ficiency in education. If we really want 
such efficiency, we must alter some 
fundamental concepts. Equal oppor- 
tunity and free choice interfere with 
efficient operation. A completely ef- 
ficient school system will quickly eli- 
minate the slow starter and the indi- 
vidualist who insists upon taking any 
course of study other than that indi- 
cated by carefully planned, mechani- 
cally graded aptitude tests. The mal- 
adjusted, the underprivileged and the 
handicapped must fall by the wayside. 
Individual attention, student-teacher 
relationships, and student participation 
in class discussions have no place in 
the system.

cus on the mass rather than the indi- 
vidual. Low salaries have discouraged 
competent people from entering the 
teaching field, and have induced the 
hiring of substandard teachers, in some 
cases when qualified teachers. were 
available. As a result general courses 
have been substituted for basic courses 
in high school curricula—general math 
for algebra and geometry; general 
science for physics and chemistry; 
driver training, commercial subjects, 
and public speaking for foreign lan- 
guages, history, and literature. Ap- 
parently necessary economies have re- 
sulted in depleted libraries and out- 
dated, mutilated laboratory equipment. 


The end product of this system testi- 
fies to an efficiency of a sort in modern 
education: more credits, diplomas, and 
degrees per unit of expenditure are 
produced. Through the use of televis- 
ion, tape recorders, etc., the process 
can become more and more stream- 
lined; admittedly education can become 
much more efficient—but not without 
a sacrifice in quality. Nothing can re- 
place the inspiration and guidance 
which a student receives from close 
relationship with a dedicated teacher. 
Machine made artifacts may simulate 
those that are hand carved, may even 
serve as well or better for some pur- 
poses, but they always lack the indi- 
viduality and often lack the rugged- 
ness and character found in the hand- 
made product, Democracy may thrive 
on assembly-line produced vehicles, 
appliances, and furniture, but can it 
survive with mass educated 
types for citizens?

tion (with an estimated 6,800 enroll- 
ment coming up) on an operational 
budget based on 5,385 students.

The appeal 
didn’t work; in September a legislative 
snub of the “instruction” request was 
reported, However, the enrollment 
went on up to 6,747 that fall. 

Coming back to the present (1958), 
we find Auburn, after two years of 
successive fall enrollments in excess of 
6,000 students, still facing the acute 
problem of maintaining an adequate 
faculty for instruction.

tion cannot be measured. Certainly, the 
favorable vote for a number of import- 
ant amendments is unprecedented in 
recent Alabama history, 


Recognition of the fine work done by 


alumni over the State adds to rather 
than detracts from the honor due to 
our winning “vote-getter.” If each 
alumnus had equalled Mr. Tucker, the 
total vote cast in the State would have 
exceeded 750,000, instead of the ap- 
proximately 150,000 cast. In addition 
to carrying people to the polls, he was 
Clarke County chairman of the Comé« 
mittee for the Adoption of Amendment 
5.

In 1927 he be- 
came editor and publisher of The 
Thomasville Times, positions which he 
still holds. 


He has served four terms in the Ala- 
bama Legislature as representative from 
Clarke County. His service was during 
the Miller, Dixon, Sparks, and first 
Folsom administrations. 


He is recognized throughout Ala- 
bama as an authority on fishing and 
hunting. He is the winner of the Ala- 
bama Press Association’s “Most Origi- 
nal Column” award for 1957. 


Mr. Tucker was rather modest—in 
fact somewhat stingy — in furnishing 
material for this feature. He submitted 
a few facts which he said were on “the 
good side.”

Prospects of ever increasing enroll- 
ments plus the critical shortage of com- 
petent faculty and adequate classrooms, 
laboratories, and equipment highlight 
the necessity for increased—and care- 
fully planned—long-range support of 
higher education in Alabama. However, 
the Council does not plan to call at- 
tention to these problems alone.

“Something else,’ Smits volunteered, 
“the entire presentation planned by Dr. 
Ralph B. Draughon, Athletic Director 
Jeff Beard, and Coach Ralph Jordan 
was the finest and best ever organized.” 

The trophy presented by Mr. Smits 
for the Associated Press will remain 
in Auburn for one full year, and it has 
to be returned before the final vofe 
counting of 1958.

About ‘Alumnalities’ 
And The Time-Lag 


Perhaps the Alumnews is due its 
readers a note of explanation about an 
unavoidable time lag in the publica- 
tion of “Alumnality” items. After a 
certain point in gathering raw material 
and checking it, preparation and pub- 
lication of the Alwmnews boils down 
to a one-man job — except for actual 
printing, mailing and helpful sugges- 
tions from Executive Secretary Joe 
Sarver. 

Basically, the size of a given issue is 
determined by the number and length 
of personal items about alumni. To pre- 
vent a snarled operation, ‘‘Alumnali- 
ties” columns must be closed approxi- 
mately two weeks ahead of publication, 
which normally oceurs about the fif- 
teenth of each month. Add to this two 
weeks the time for material to arrive 
in the Alumni offices through campus 
mail, which may add an extra day or 
so to arrival time, plus time for check- 
ing and recording in the front office 
historical files, plus the time for mail- 
ing and distribution after the paper is 
printed and you have a rather com- 
plete account of the time lag. 


We are constantly seeking methods 
to reduce the amount of time involved, 
but finding better methods to secure 
more complete and more accurate cov- 
erage of alumni activities seems to be 
a more important consideration at the 
moment,
